Winkjer, state dairy and

commissioner, he offers some' good 
ach ice to housewives, applicable dur­

season. 
He states: 
“ At this season of the year it m ight 
be well to call to the attention of 
housewives and others, the nature of 
certain substances which are sold by 
agen ts and others to be used in the 
preparation of canned fruit and vege­ 
tables. 
Such compounds or preser­ 
vatives usually contain am ong other 
substances borax or its derivative, 
salicylic acid, or other drugs of like 
character all of which are detrim en­ 
tal to health. 
No other preserva­ 
tives than those known as the natur­ 
al 
preservatives, 
viz, 
sugar, 
salt, 
spices, vinegar and som etim es alcoh­ 
ol, should be used in preparing can­ 
ned 
goods 
for 
home 
consum ption, 
these with the accom panying sterili­ 
zation by heat make a wholesom e and 
safe food. 
In a word the housew ife 
needs no drugs or chem icals when 
sound ripe fruits or vegetables are 
used, for preserving or can n ing.”
